Both bis arms were pinned 
to the ground by slate. Fellow worken 
freed his left arm by lifting the rocki 
with an automobile Jack, but were 
unable to free the right. 

TUNNEL DUO 

Dr Oeorge Ford ham. Powell ton phy¬ 
sician. suggested Cotter's life might 
be saved If his arm could be amputa¬ 
ted. Dr. W. B. Davis, company phy¬ 
sician. volunteered If means of reach¬ 
ing the arm could be found. 

Miners dug a fifteen-foot tunnel tc 
Cotter’s arm and Dr. Davis, surgical 
instruments tied to his belt, crawled 
to Cotter's side. Lying on bis back lc 
the small hole. Dr. Davis Injected thi 
anaesthetic and a short time latei 
Cotter was carried from the mine.

Table Worked Out at Ottawa 
Compares New Snowden' 
Levies With Dominion’s 

Canadian Press 

Ottawa. Sept. 12.—A comparison be¬ 
tween the Canadian Income tax ratee 
and the new taxes to be Imposed on 
the British people under the Snowden 
budget reveal graphically the burdens 
to be shouldered In Great Britain. A 
Canadian Income of 83.000 pays no 
tax. Id Orest Britain it will be taxed 
$342.33. On $4,000 the Canadian tax 
is $18. in Orest Britain $446.61. 

The peak In Income taxes was 
reached In Canada between 1H0 sad 
1824. At that time a $3,000 Income 
was taxed $40 and the assessment on 
$5,000 was $12$. 

In the following table the rates were 
figured for a married person without 
dependents snd sterling was computed 
at the flat rate of $6. It shows the 
corresponding Canadian and British 
Income (ax rates.

The Perennial Asters or Michaelmas 
Daisies, are a host in themselves, dwarf 
and tell blue, purple and pink, they 
are a grand sight In the fall. A few 
of the best of these may be named. 
King Oeorge. s wonderful dwarf laven¬ 
der blue, and as a mate plant Oeneral 
Pershing, soft pink; Erica, a tall 
heather red; Blue Gem. a tall deep 
blue; Lil Pardell. a large pink; Little 
Boy Blue, a seml-drawf blue, and Little 
Pink Lady, a pink mate for the last 
named. Heather Glow Is a pink with 
a yellow centre, and Wonder of Cow¬ 
all la soft blue In pyramidal trusses. 
There are dozens of kinds ana one 
must make one’s own choice. 

TALL PLANTS 

The tall campanulas, or bell flow¬ 
ers such as perslc If oils, in blue or 
white, should not be overlooked where 
a tall subject Is needed. Por white 
cutting flowers the Shasta Daisies In 
several varieties cannot be surpassed. 
Then are come to the delphiniums, 
which grow better In Victoria than 
anywhere on earth. The named varie- 
1 ties are numbered In the hundreds, 
and to-day they are so fine that It is 
doubtful If any other border flower Is 
their equal. Do not waste your time 
growing poor ones. It Is Just as easy 
to have good ones. Dusky Monarch.

FOR A 8HADY SPOT 

Por the shady spot plant foxgloves 
in quantity, particularly if you havs 
a wild place that Is to be mads beau* 
tlful for a number of weeks. Por a 
gay splash plan the perennial galllar- 
dlas. Their yellow and red blooms are 
always attractive. Oeum. Mrs. Brad* 
•haw. red. and Lady Stratheden. yel¬ 
low, are plants that, if kept cut. will 
bloom from May till October. Plank 
some perennial gypsophllla so as to 
have Its beautiful feathery flowers to 
mix with your,sweet peas and other 
cutting subjects. 

Por tall-growing subjects for late 
summer plant Helenlum. hellopsts and 
Helianthus. These are all three yellow 
subjects and may be had In several 
shades. The Helleborus. or Christmas 
rose, is something that one should have 
for winter blooming. 

The Iris family Is another very largo 
one, and while the season of bloom for 
the Individual plant is not very long, 
still, by carefully choosing the varieties 
one may have a succession of bloom for 
many weeks. By consulting the cata¬ 
logue of an Iris specialist, and there are 
several on Vancouver Island, one may 
get a very good general knowledge o £ 
the season of bloom of each kind.

E ver since builders first dis- 

covered that by using steel framework they 
could make buildings far taller and lighter than any 
that had ever been built before, architects have been 
putting in their spare time speculating about "the city 
of to-morrow."

In a new book. "Modem Architecture.” Mr. Wright 
predicts that instead of an ern of suqgr-cities and 
super-skyscrapers we shall have an era of smaller cities 
and fewer skyscrapers; and he paints a picture that is, 
to say the least, rather more attractive than, the one 
we are used to. 

His idea is simple. The skyscraper, he says in

P RAJADHIPOK. KING OF SIAM. "DE- 
scendant of the Great God Buddha, Supreme 
Arbiter of the Ebb and Flow of the 1 ide. Brother 
of the Moon, Half-Brother of the Sun. and the 
Possessor of the Four-snd-Twenty Golden Um¬ 
brellas"—to mention a few of his titles—is down 
on the official records as the only reigning ab¬ 
solute monarch. This is not to say that he is 
the only absolute ruler on the job, since there are a 
corps of dictators, officisl and unofficial, operating 
in various parts of this troubled sphere, with 
powers at least as wide as those exercised by the 
Siamese king, and whose activities in some cases are 
of much greater moment to the world than anything 
that can possibly happen in picturesque Siam. For 
example, one Joseph Stalin, secretary of the Com¬ 
munist Party in Russia, is as absolute as any Ro¬ 
manoff that ever sat on the Russian throne, and he 
is not even an officer of the official government. 
Whatever he may be in theory, Mussolini is the ab¬ 
solute ruler of Italy. Marshal Pilsudski still runs 
Poland, whether he is in office or out of it. King 
Zog it boss of Albania. South America is given to 
one-man rule, and although some dictators were kicked 
out a short time ago their successors in most cases no 
doubt will run true to form and become in practice 
as absolute as Prajadhipok is in official fact, although 
whether they will remain in that position as long or 
not is another question. 

But while Prajadhipok in a constitutional sense 
is an absolute monarch, it may be that his ab¬ 
solutism is modified by sojnething more exacting than 
his own moods and tenses. History is full of the sad 
stories of rulers who were absolute enough in the eyes 
of the world, “whose froWn terrified the glance its 
magnificence attracted,” but who played squeaky little 
second fiddles in their own domestic orchestras under 
batons of dominating spouses. Nobody, no matter how 
powerful and imposing officially, can be an absolute 
ruler if somebody else rules the domestic roost, and it 
is possible that the King of Siam, who constitutionally

Siam is a country of 200,000 square miles and 
11,500.000 inhabitants, some ten millions of whom 
are Siamese. Tile revenue and expenditure run about 
*45.000,000 each. The trade amounts to $200,- 
000,000 a year, most of it being with Singapore, 
Hongkong end other British possessions in the Far 
East. Canada's share of it is only $175,000 a year, 
but this figure can be expanded with a little intensive 
cultivation. Rice. teak, rubber, tin. tungsten and 
other minerals are included in Siam’s exports. 

It no doubt will be interesting to many people 
to discover that Siam produces something besides 
freak twins and white elephants. This does not imply 
any reflection upon either the white elephants or the 
famous twins. We have white elephants of our own 
in Canada, and although none of them is sacred, all 
of them are lively enough and cost much more to 
keep than their counterparts in Siam. If Prajadhipok. 
who is said to draw down some eight millions a year 
—a rumor which teems to have stirred the imagina¬ 
tion as well as the material instincts of this democratic 
western world—wishes to augment his herd. Premier 
Tolmie has several choica bargains for his considera¬ 
tion. and provincial taxpayers would erect a monu- 
ptent to him if he took one or two of them. As for 
the celebrated Siamese twins, they put Siam on the 
map when most other Oriental countries were mere 
to a large pert of the world.

Planets. Sir James believes, were formed by tha 
dose approach to the sun of another star, which, by 
tidal action, pulled out from the tun a great streamer 
of blazing gat which eventually condensed, like drops 
of steam from a locomotive's whistle, into planets. 

But the stars are widely separated. Those closest 
together are relatively as far apart as two or three 
grains of dust in a large room. Hence, since life can 
exist only co just the right kind of planets formed 
by the close passing-together of stars, Ufa must be 
rare indeed. 

All $f this, to a race whose utter insignificance 
m the general scheme of things has been emphasized 
by scienco for more than a century, is somehow, 
rather irrationally, comforting.

WEBER ftTAYfl WITH SIR GEORGE 
SMART 

When in London Weber, at ths earn¬ 
est request of Sir Osorg* Smart (cele¬ 
brated English composer-conductor), 
took up hta residence at his house. A 
letter to hi® wife after hts arrival aays’J 
"Her*, in Smart'® house, I am excel¬ 
lently well take care of. . . . We dined 
st 6 and by 10 o’clook I was in my bed, 
where 1 slept chamrlngly till 7. . . . I 
am allowed to be alone the whole day 
until 8 . when w# dins and go to ths 
theatre, or into society. People are all 
so good to m*. ... No king can be 
served' with greater love or affection 
... I am caressed as a baby In arms." 

MERER CONDUCTS "OBERON" 

On April 12. 1826. Weber was to oon- 
duct the first performance of hla 
"Oberon." Covent Oarden Theatre was 
packed to th^ celling by a keenly-ex¬ 
pectant audience, and ths composer’® 
appearance In the orchestra waa the 
signal for a burst of hurrahs, clapping 
of hands and a hammering of feet and 
sticks which lasted for well-nigh a 
quarter of an hour. Then ths greet 
work waa commenced and wa® gone 
through amid th® loudest eigne of ap- 

f irobation that could be conceived. At 
ts conclusion the whole bouse rose 
and shouted request® to as® Weber 
before the curtain, when he waa met 
with such a greeting as few other 
composers ever received at Covent Gar¬ 
den. 

Again he poured all this out In an¬ 
other letter to his beloved wife: "My 
drur Lina," he says. “I obtained this 
evening the greatest success of my life. 
Th® emotion produced In my breast by 
such • triumph le more than I can 
describe. When I entered the orchestra

CAMS ON THE STAGE AT FAVORABLE TIME 
Few have crowded more work Into seventy 
yean than Sir William Oaler. and no doctor ever 
gbt more Joy out of hie work than he. He was 
fortunate In making his entrance upon the stage 
of life at a time when medicine was destined to 
achieve sweeping changes In methods and epoch- 
making discoveries In the treatment of disease. 

He lived In what might be called a revolutionary 
era in the care and cure of the tick. In 1875, 
when he returned to Canada from Europe, where 
he studied with the best teachers of England. 
Germany and Austria, to accept a professorship 
in Ills alma mater, McOlll Medical School, hos¬ 
pital methods and appliances were due for im¬ 
mense Improvement. The prevalence of smallpox 
and typhoid in almost all Canadian and American 
cities was due to a lack of sanitation which would 
fill us with horror If It existed to-day; the study 
of bacteria was Just commencing and the use of 
the m Irenes ope was in its Infancy; the dependence 
of doctors on the blunderbuss prescription of 
drugs was pathetic, and there was vast room for 
the minute etudy of the processes of disease.

Dr. Osier laughed and 
putting his hand In his pocket drew out some 
silver, which he gave to the old man saying: ‘Now, 
Jehosaphat, promise me you will gat some soup 
before you start In on the gin.' The old fellow 
eagerly agreed and went away with Infirmity In 
his step. The doctor looked after him with a 
thoughtful expression. ‘Pretty cold for that poor 
fellow/ he murmured, and then I found we were 
running after the beggar. Here, take this. I 
have a father of my own/ said the doctor pulling 
off his overcoat and putting It on the astonished 
old man. ‘You may drink yourself to death and 
undoubtedly will, but I cannot let you freese to 
death.' Tell ms your name, sir.* William Oalsr, 
and don't forget to leave me that liver/ With s 
wave of his hand we continued on our dancing 
way. Virtue was rewarded two weeks later. The 
old man. before be died In the hospital made his

A JOCULAR REMARK TAKEN SERIOUSLY 

Dr. Osier wa*~a great Joker and It was one of 
his Jokes tbst set the whole world talking about 
him and filled thousands of newspaper columns 
with indignant letter*. It was in 1905 Just after 
he was appointed reglus professor of medicine by 
Oxford University. In a valedictory addrfcs in 
Baltimore he laughingly remarked that most men 
do their beet wofk before-forty, and he quoted in 
his airy style from Trollops’s “Fixed Period," “that 
it might be a good thing if all were peacefully 
chloroformed •« sixty." This quotation, which hs 
meant as a Jest, was twisted by ths reporters and 
went out to ths world ss a serious statement of 
his own. “He was headlined as an enemy of 
dotage.” says this biographer. “He really cared a 
good deal, though he Jestingly remarked to a 
friend: ‘It's not pleasant to wake in the morning 
and find yourself, not famous but infamous.' and 
he never liked to bear the Joke mentioned. On 
the platform, much amused, with a twinkle In hla 
eye. eat Basil GllderaJeeve, seventy-three. It waa 
so obvious to him that Dr. Osier was merely mak¬ 
ing a Jest with a sentimental coloring, that hs 
wsa greatly surprised et the concern of his own 
friends, who feared he might be hurt. 'Non¬ 
sense!' he said to some one. ‘the boy Oeler's best 
work has been done after forty. And he had the 
impudence after that age to secure one of the 
handsomest women In Amerloa for hla wife'; and 
Professor Glldersleeve shook with laughter and 
prophesied Osier would regret the Jest—which, 
as we saw, he did. 1 ' 

The secret of this eminent Canadian's success¬ 
ful and happy Ilfs Is to be found In his creed, 
what he called his “three personal Ideals. Ths 
first was to do the day's work well and not to 
bother about the morrow; ths second was to try 
to act ths Oolden Rule towards his professional 
brethren and towards the patients committed to 
his care; the third wsa to cultivate such measure 
of equanimity as would enable him to bear suc¬ 
cess with humility, tbs affection of his friends 
without pride, and to be ready when the day of 
sorrow and grief cams (it came when he lost his 
only son in ths Orest War) with courage befitting 
a man.

and crash of 1790. 

The history of this extraordinary burst of 
human folly la complicated in the extreme, but 
it was the product of one simple fallacy on the 
subject of credit. The discovery of how to con¬ 
duct vast transactions, with no more formality 
than the transfer of a little written or printed 
paper, made men rush to ths conclusion that they 
had discovered a new talisman. But whatever . 
may be true of religion, there la nothing more 
certain in business transactions than this, that 
faith, t>r credit, without words Is dead. Wealth 
cannot be called Into being by a stroke of a pen, 
and credit that is not based on solid foundation 
of wealth and industry la a bluff, which Is bound 
sooner or later to be called. 


r ‘ IS neglect of this truth that accounts for the 
collapse of Lew's rash schemes in France and 
of the contemporary 8outb Sea Bubble in Eng¬ 
land. John Law was s clever Scotch adventurer, 
but a born plunger and megalomaniac, who suc- 
ceeeded In getting control of French finances 
shortly, after the death of Louis XIV. He had 
"darellng schemes for releasing France of the 
crushing debt bequeathed her by “le Rol Sol ells" 
and was unfortunately the sole foundation of this 
splendid superstructure and the profit to be de¬ 
rived by trading with the new colony of Louisiana, 
which happened to yield no dividends worth 
speaking of. The greatness of the crash was pro¬ 
portioned to the blindness of French faith in 
Law's promisee. 

In England the same Ignorance and credulity 
led to very similar results. When the Tories came 
In. they found themselves saddled with a large 
and unpopular Whig debt, mostly In the form of 
annuities. This, despite the fear of the city, they 
did not dare to repudiate, but the shallow intelli¬ 
gence of Lord Oxford was struck by the possi¬ 
bility of paying it off by the Stuart price of 
finesse. In common with many of his country¬ 
men. he eaw visions of unlimited wealth to be de¬ 
rived from the trade with Spanish America, and 
accordingly turned to the South Sea Company, 
which waa formed for trading with all lands lying 
between the Orlnocco and Tlerra del Fuego. The 
bargain be struck waa to the effect that the com¬ 
pany. in return for certain privileges, should take 
over part of the debt, for which the government 
would pey them a rate of interest more than that 
which they would themselves have to pay to the 
annuitants, and decreasing after s term of years. 

It was the company's hop* to get the creditors to 
exchange their annuities for the company's stock, 
which was deliberately Inflated to an enormous 
premium, eo that a hundred pound share should 
extinguish an annuity capitalised, say. at three 
hundred. In this they were, at first, conspicu¬ 
ously successful. 

e e • • 

T HE TORY ascendancy died with Queen Anne, 
but the scheme bed fired the public imagina¬ 
tion. and not only the Whig ministers, but even 
the King took It up. The means by which the 
ramp was maintained were complete, but this 
principle was the same. The company would 
make Itself responsible for first a part and then 
tbs whole of Use national debt; it would not only 
do this on moat disadvantageous terms, but It 
waa even ready to offer a bribe to the government 
of over seven millions for the privilege of obtain¬ 
ing them. Nor was this by any means the only 
bribe, for the crash, when It came, exposed a sys¬ 
tem of corruption extending even to the cabinet 
ministers. The whole scheme was. In fact, a 
gigantic swindle, for the profits of ths Spanish 
trade were insignificant In comparison with the 
company's promises and liabilities, and was still 
furthsr reduced by the war that broke out with 
8paln In 1717. Those who kept the thing going 
must have calculated on getting safely out with 
their plunder before the crash cam*. 

The shares went up. and up. until In 1730 they 
topped a thousand. Meanwhile a veritable mad¬ 
ness had seized the nation. Men who had bought 
up 6outh Sea stock trebled and quadrupled their 
capital before they sold out: cool experienced 
hands like the Duke of Marlborough and Sir 
Robert Walpole made sensational profits; a way. 
had been discovered of getting rich quick, and 
everybody who had money to dispose of. many 
with lands to tell or mortgage, rushed into the 
market to plunge Into a scheme that offered the 
prospect of quick returns. Companies of any and 
every sort were formed to meet this demand, com¬ 
panies for fattening hogs, or for importing Jack¬ 
asses from Spain, for furnishing funerals, for ex¬ 
tracting oil from radishes, and on* sven for an 
object not to be declared, but which was soon, 
on the disappearance of the promoters, too pain¬ 
fully apparent. A complete pack of cards was 
made with a different bubble compsny depicted 
on each of their fifty-two faoes. 

• • • • 

rpHB PACE was too lulling to last. The South 
-1- Sea Company, with shares of a thousand and 
dividends practically nil. could not. in any case, 
have lasted long. But it precipitated it* own fall 
by taking legal steps to smash some of the laeeer 
swindlers. This was a fatal Indiscretion, for it 
had the effect of striking confidence. The shares, 
monstrously Inflated, slumped with catastrophic 
rapidity; the credulous multitudes who had in¬ 
vested their all in South Sea and other bubble 
stock found their all had turned, as If by some 
black magic. Into bits of unmark*table paper. A 
roar for vengeance went up which shook ths 
throne, tor Oeorge Z had been governor of tbe 
company, and among those imbued in corrupt 
practices war* hie hideous Oerman "tomans 

The government collapsed; the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was expelled from the House for 
“moot notorious, dangerous and Infamous cor¬ 
ruptions.” one minister is believed to have com¬ 
mitted suicide, and the two beads of tbe govern¬ 
ment were only acquitted by a majority of three 
It was a fearful revelation of the depths to which 
public moralltj had sunk. Finally Sir Robert 
Walpole, whose section* of the Whig party had. 
luckily for himself, been excluded from office, end 
who had done exceedingly well out of the ramp, 
was called in to clean up the mesa. This he did 
with ingenuity and common senes, remitting 
obligations to the government which there was 
never any prospect of getting paid, and recovering 
for the wretched shareholders some moiety of their 
vanished capital. Zt is satisfactory to record that 
the directors, who had eafely landed theft- gains 
before the crash came, found themselves compelled

4 TALENT of great promise to unveiled with 
the publication of “Brothers in the West.’’ a 
first novel by Robert Reynolds, which wins the 
fifth biennial prize contest of Harper 4c Brothers. 
With a simple dignity, which to in Itself s dis¬ 
tinguishing mark of confidence, the house offers 
a richly human, deeply emotional novel of the 
live# of two brothers on the Western prairies In 
the days when the first steps were taken by white 
men to etart communities in the wilderness.

became maudlin or oversentlmental; who took the 
prairie and all Its drawbacks on their own terms. 
Their Uvea were erode, but not barren; their win¬ 
ters were hard. but. companionship had Its com- 
oenaatlon*. , 

Here. too. are the women of :he West, no dif¬ 
ferent perhaps than women are anywhere, under¬ 
neath the veneer; sromen with human longlnga, 
with a desperate need for love and sympathy, with 
an enduring passion to give birth to new life and 
to nurture the next generation. And as the seen* 
moves gradually to the southwest, here are the 
padres of the church, calm without, serving their 
Ideals; turbulent within, aa lonely and isolated 
men are apt to be. 

As a first novel, and as any novel. It raises 
high our hopes. It restores feeling to the story of 
pioneer life. It rewards the reader's recurrent 
faith that under the moat difficult conditions, 
under the most desperate hardships of nature, 
man found compensations for living on. It helps 
explain why the early settlers, who are so often 
repre s en t ed as dw&rled and distorted by the rigors 
of pioneer life, followed through.

M R. RAYNOLD6 begins bis novel with the two 
brothers. David and Charles, awakening at 
their fire In the cottonwood copse; he closes It 
with them again on the move, going to rest for 
the last time on the prairie, where “their disinte¬ 
grating flesh and later the dust of their bone* 
seeped Into the ground so Intermingled that 11 
eould not be known which particle was from 
which body.” thus bringing the cycle of thel! 
Uvea to a close. In between Is all that they did 
and suffered and loved In the years given te 
them.

After three years of American mill* 
tary rule, in which doctors succeeded 
in freeing Havana from the yellow 
fever that had been a curae for cen¬ 
turies, Cuba was given her inde¬ 
pendence. 

Since then things have gone more 
smoothly, although there have been 
disturbances from time to time. In 
1900 a violent Insurrection led to 
United 8 tates intervention. and 
American troops remained ln the 
island until 1909. In 1912 there was 
a brief uprising which was put down 
by Cuban federal troops. 'Another 
revolt came ln 1917, which was sup¬ 
pressed by federal troops under Presi¬ 
dent Monocal. 

Election disputes ln 1919 led the 
United States to send Oeneral Enoch 
Crowder to Cuba to devise a new 
election law. The last attempt at a 
revolt prior to the present distur¬ 
bance came ln the spring of 192^ 
but it was short lived.

If there Is eny hesitation about a species 
best to refuse it until ym are quite certain, 
really deadly onea belong to the Amanltaa. 

In certain respects resemble some of the 
mushrooms: that la. they have cap and ster 
opening of the cap leaves a frill about the 
and they poeeeas gills.

But talking of companies, perhaps the most 
Interesting group, form what hav. long bren 
known aa “fairy ring#.” Several kinds besides tha 
common mushroom make three curious circles, 
the chief on. being known ss the "fairy-ring 
Champignon." In country place three "ring." 
srere invariably assigned to th* operation of the 
mischievous llttl. ' sprites whore pranks every 
household m.tden knew: 

-We. folk, good folk. 

Trooping altogether; 

Green Jacket, red c»p. 

And whit, owfa frethw."

"ring" Is mrekrel by the deeper green and denser 
growth of the gre» around th. Inner Impover¬ 
ished centre, and It U thla round and barer part 
that was ones suppose to mark th. were red 
tear of tha fatrtre' busy fret. However, as with 
so many othw ibinge to-day. the cold light of 
fast has driven away Uu nimble Invisible dsnoere 
The explanation of there “rings.” some of Which 
In Bnglud are so large that they may ha area 
for iKg dlatancre on th. hllleldee, la that they 
begin with a solitary mushroom, which, having 
extracted the nourishment from the soil below It, 
spreads its unf rground parts out Into th. t rreh 
solT reound. fornX, a small "ring " The fc*m- 


recognia. them Is to go out with aomaon 
know*. 

It must be remembered th«t the 111 
following the eating of. mushrooms and 
funguses may be due. and vr often are. 


gained s knowtedge of even more wonderful 
beings, for In learning the weye of the class of 
plants to which the mushrooms belong we find 
that In many ways they perform th* same services 
aa th* fairies were reputed to do for men end 
women. Some of them are distinctly harmful, 
and their control la one of th* greet problem, of 
the modern world. Other*, and I ahould say the 
majority, perform useful function*. Thus some 
attack end nourteh themselves on living being.: 
others find tbelr home end sustenance in deed 
and decaying organic matter. It lx 1 think, a 
pardonable piece of Ingenuity to compare those of 
the mushroom tribe that destroy our forests red 
crops red food supplies to tbs mischievous fairies 
who "nightly robbed the dairy" end who delighted 
In "pinching country wenrtiee. If they rubbed not 
clean their benches." red In elmllre punishments 
for neglect: while they that destroy whet la al¬ 
ready decaying or decayed ar that provide whole¬ 
some snd agreeable addition, to the table ere 
like those kindly elves that swept and garnished, 
baked end brewed, far their human friends In the 
dark sttanc* of th* night. We can always are that, 
though the old-fashioned fairies are dead and 
gone, in the wet woods and fields of autumn Is 
"many a mushroom-table set" for the reel Winged 
visitors of the air.

The puff-ball* are well known both as articles 
of food and. in their rip* etate. aa a means of 
stopping bleeding with their duety spores. In 
th* day. when horses' tails were docked or cut 
short they were common objects In stables to be 
applied to stop the resulting hemorrhage. They 
are eaten In thalr young white condition. In the 
Helvetia and the Morell th* spore.bearing surface 
la above Instead of below. In the first on the 
summit of the cap. on tb* second In plu formed 
by the folding ol th* surface. Both kinds are 
well known and highly valued aa delicacies among 
tha funguses. 

Like the puff-baU there are other funguses 
that have their spores within the body cavity, 
but unlike It grow below the surface of the 
ground. Such, for example, are th* truffle end 
th* red truffle or melanogeater, the former much 
•ought after by epicure, red the latter used as a 
substitute.
